Dias. Subio asp ires to succeed Diaz to the 
p residency of Mexico, and is laying the 
foundation of bis election by elevating such 
p ersons to high oflica^ in the different Mexi 
can states 
will use their influence for him 
in the election which takes p lace in about a 
year. Tae trouble arose from one of these 
changes being attemp ted in the governorship 
of Nujvo Lion. The situation between the 
revolutionists and the government p arty is 
becoming more comp licate 1.
